nessed. 

Now if the gontlemen who have been 
elected to our State Legislature will im¬ 
prove the time -which elapses before the 
next session takes place, in studying the 
wants of their constituents, something in 
the way of reforming the many abuses 
which exist in the State may be accom¬ 
plished. The exciting question of the 
Senatorial Election which occupied near¬ 
ly the whole of last session, has been set- 
tied by the people, in a manner not to be 
mistaken. The Whigs would doubtless 
have swept the State at the last election, 

Bad the division in the Democratic party 
originated in almost any other cause thr.'ii j 
the persevering determination of the 
Etectionists to lorco their favorite upon the 
people. That having been decided, we 
suppose the first subject which will come 
before the next Legislature will be the 
location of the capital for another year. 

As a matter of courso it must “push along, 
keep moving,” as it has indulged these 
migratory habits, until they have become 
second nature. We suggest San Diego as 
the next watering place, so that all the 
towns, villages and hamlets, in the State 
can be taken in rotation, as the seat of 
government floats its easy way along, on¬ 
ward and northward. , 

If the gentlemen who are to composo 
our next Legislature, will take this matter 
into consideration, the question can be de¬ 
cided on the first day of the session, in¬ 
stead of wasting several weeks at enor¬ 
mous expense. 

Next in importance we suppose is the 
Te-elcction of Mr. Gwin to the United 
States Senate. We know of no man in 
California who can replace him, conse¬ 
quently, to our mind, the only way to fill 
his place is by retaining him in the posi¬ 
tion, which he has filled with such distin¬ 
guished ability. Towards this, Mariposa 
has done all she can do. Messrs. McNeill 
and Flournoy are decidedly in favor of 
his re-election, and Mr. Burke, although 
opposed to him in politics, has expressed 
himself unqualifiedly as a Gwin man. 

These two measures once decided, the 
people will be satisfied, and the members 
during the balance of the session can dis¬ 
cuss matters of State policy, whisky and 
poker, to their hearts’ content. It is true 
that a great many of our laws are a dis¬ 
grace to the Statute books, but we don’t 
expect too much at once, and those who, 
like Californians generally, do not in¬ 
dulge in “great expectations,” (politically 
we mean,) are seldom disappointed. 


FURTHER ELEC7’ION RETURNS. 
The election return*, say* the Times 
and Transcript, come slowly. The com¬ 
plete returns from Calaveras County in¬ 
crease Denver and Herbert’s majority 276, 
and the reported returns from Siskiyou 
increase them 189 over the majorities 
heretofore given. Stanislaus also gives 
them small majorities, which are offset by 
a decrease in Nevada- 2’uolumne gives 
Denver and Herbert an increase of 104 
over that heretofore reported. By mak¬ 
ing these corrections and additions the 
result as far as ascertained in all the 
counties except Tulare and San Diego 
would stand as follows: 

Denver, 31,896 I Herbert, 31,502' 

Bowie, 29,803 | Bcnham, 29631 

Majorities 2,093 1,871 

These corrections applied to the vote 
for Clerk, of the Supreme Court, would 
very nearly if not quite elect Mr. Leake— 
thi'% however, is very doubtful.

The hark Archibald Grncie, says the S. 

F. Times and Transcript, arrived at that 
port on the 16th. inst., twenty days from 
Honolulu. 

The Hawaiian Legislature adjourned. 

on th vs 12th August, the great measure, of 
tbd session being the abolition oflonnage 
duties, by which the ports of the Sand¬ 
wich Islands become, as far as shipping 
and navigation are concerned, free ports. 

The S. I. New Era and Argus of the7th, 
says, having taken the first step, our gov¬ 
ernment will have a firmer footing for fur. 
ther advances; will have a loftier point 
of view from which to see the true bear¬ 
ing qf free-trade measures, and will re¬ 
ceive that meed of respect anti attachment 
which is ever more to those who know 
how to appreciate and use it, than all the 
custom-houses in the land. We Lope the 
government will take the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity to promulgate the glad tiding* to 
every seaport and commercial town with 
whom we have relations, or to whom we 
arc known. .The San Francisco, China, 
and Australia bound vessels, have now no 
excuse for not stopping here to provide 
themselves with water, fruit, vegetables 
tresh fish, meat, &c. 

The British ship Coronation, arrived o'. 
Honolulu August 7th, seventy-five days 
from Hongkong, having five hundred and 
sixty Chinese passengers on board. The 
Coronation put in for water, and in order 
to cleanse and purify the vessel. The 
Coronation lost but very few of her pas. 
sengers. 

In the report of the proceedings of the 
House of Representatives, in reference to 
annexation, the Polynesian gives the fol¬ 
lowing : 

Mr. Kahalukulu offered the following 
resolution : 

Whereas, it has been published in a 
newspaper,railed the New York I’ ,ild, 
of the oth of June last, that despatch- -had 
been received by the Government at Wash¬ 
ington front Mr. Gregg, the Commissioner 
at Honolulu, stating that the king ot the 
Sandwich Islands had applied to him for 
immediate annexation to the United 
States, upon the ground of trouble with 
England a d France—therefore 

Resolved, That the Speaker inquire of 
the Minister of Foreign Relations, wheth¬ 
er said report is true, and if true, what 
was the trouble with England and France 
which reduced His Majesty tu so extreme 
a measure, and why the Minister did not 
rt port thereon in his last annual report. 

On motion of Mr. Maikal, the resolution 
was referred to the Committee of Foreign 
Relations. 

We do not find any report from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations during j 
the remaining five days of the session. 

On the morning of August 9th, the 
schooner Kilhawluohi, one of the finest 
vessels running among the Islands, while 
lying at Hawaii, with one hundred and 
ninety passengers on board, ready for sea- 
parted both cables and went ashore in a 
gale of wind. Four native passengers 
perished. The sea was unusually heavy, 
and the walls of the church were damag¬ 
ed, and some native houses washed away. 
On the subsiding of the storm a success 
ful attempt was made to launch her, but 
subsequently sunk in sixteen feet water. 

On the 10th of August, the lot on I’ere- 
tania street, corner of Richards Honolulu, 
was sold at auction for 81,715; and the 
triangular lot on the corner of Beretania 
and Union for $1,200. 

y Indian Theft.— On 7’uesday evening 
last a horse which was tied up close by a 
house on Iluck-eyc, was stolen by a party 
oflndians supposed to be camped on the 
head waters of the Chowchilla. During 
the day Messrs. Robert and John Appling, 
riding in that vicinity, discovered a ranch- 
eria which had apparently been but re¬ 
cently deserted by the Indians, and they 
are supposed to be still in the neghbor- 
hood. They probably followed the Mess¬ 
rs. A. on their return, and finding the 
horse staked out, could not let such a 
chance for a least escape. A small party 
were making up on Buck-eye and Agua 
Frio creeks to pursue and chastise the 
;hieves. 

v Valuable to Duelists.— In the general 
desire to do good to all, says the San Fran¬ 
cisco Sun. we take notice of something 
that may prove of service to the duelist, 
and as that sort of celebrity seems to be 
at a premium in thiscountry, our remarks 
will not be deemed out of place. Tegg, 
in his “Dictionary of Chronology on 
Dueling,” gives a history of the most fa¬ 
mous duels fought during the last 150 
years, in which lie says that out of 122 
‘affairs of honor,” 62 of the combatants 
were kilted and 01 wounded. In eight o 
‘he number, botli principals were killed, 
and in eighteen the survivors were hang¬ 
ed. This will doubtless "prove a valua¬ 
ble table ol chances to those inclined to 
rom^ativness. 


By the arrival of the Nicaragua steamer 
Cortes at Sait Francisco on Friday last, 
we have received late intelligence from 
the. Atlantic States, the more important 
items of which wc give below. The news 
is not of any great importance. 

FOREIGN NEWS. 

Annexation of Cuba.— The London A<1- 
voriiser^df the 2Hih of July, says: “31. 

Soule, Jr., son of the American Minister 
at the Court of Madrid, arrived in this 
city on Friday last, on a special mission 
to "the American Minister in Lon- 
den, relative to the Cuba question, and 
the revolution in Spain. On Monday eve¬ 
ning, Mr. Sicilies, Secretary of the Ameri¬ 
can Legatior, left for Washington, wilh 
special dfesioitehes for the President of 
the United States, in reference to those 
matters. We may add lhal the present 
revolution is a movement in complete ac¬ 
cordance with American policy, and will 
he accomplished in unison with the lead¬ 
ers of Cuoan emancipation in the United 
States undTJavann.” 


Tho ’Russians were totally defeated at 
Shjbodgie,on tle22dof July, by iheTurk*. 
they lost two thousand men, and five hun¬ 
dred were taken prisoners. The Austrian 
“Corresponded.,” however, contradicts this 
int diligence. Thirty thousand Ottomans 
had crossed the Danube at Oltenitza.— 
The position of the armies was as follows: 
The vanguard of the allied troops was at 
Orcsta; the Turks had avanced from 
Uuirgevo to Podima; the Russian rear- 
guarTl was retreating, fighting, upon Ka- 
logeseni. British and French officers 
were continually arriving at Rutscliuk 
from Seumla. The division of Prince Na¬ 
poleon would probably.be the first to en¬ 
ter Wallachia. Dispositions to this effect 
were already made. Everything showed 
an intention to make a serious attack on 
Bucharest. 

Seizure of the Crimea.— The London 
Times, of the *th of August, says: About 
the time we write, if nut on this very day, 
a force made up of English, French and 
Turks, and amounting to between eighty 
thousand anJ one hundred rfiouSlnu men, 
will invade the Crimea, and attempt t<; 
effect a lodgment on '.he hewhtsconvhau- 
ding the harbor of Sebastopol. Th'j prep¬ 
arations h?,vc been some time ir. progress, 
and the, rumored visits of Gen. Brown 
and Gen. Caurobert to the Circassian 
c-,dst, with live thousgnd„men, was really 
to secure a landing on the Crimea. We 
believe wc may safely say that, allthings 
considered, the attempt is one of unprece¬ 
dented magnitude and importance. 

From Asia, bad news is announced.— 
The Turkish army is reported to have 
been defeated at Kars, and that place in¬ 
vested by tho Russians. 


The steamship Franklin has not yet 
been got olL Hlt cargo lia* been taken 
fcftut, and her machinery is in the course 
ol being removed. 

Congress approptiated $1,500 in the ar¬ 
my bill for a sword to Gen. Wool. 

A severe drought has prevailed for 
sometime throughout the New England 
Middle and Southern States, causing 
great injury to many of the crops. The 
Ohio River is lower than it has been for 
years. 

Gov. Bigler of Pennsylvania is a candi¬ 
date for re-election. He is stumping the 
State in favor of the Nebraska Question, 
and against Know-nothingism. 

A powder magazine at Marysville Ky., 
containing 800 Kegs of powder exploded 
on the 12th of August. No persons were 
killed, but a large number were slightly 
in jured. Not n house in the town escaped 
damage ; the windows and doors smash¬ 
ed in and tho walls shaken. 

Insult to the PnEsiPENT.-Immediately af¬ 
ter the adjournment of the Senate, this af¬ 
ternoon, as President Pierce was leaving 
the Capitol at the northern door, under 
tho eastern arcade, he was followed out 
and addressed by James M. Jeffurds, of 
Charleston, S. C. Jellkrds was considera¬ 
bly inn xicatcd at the time, and was in 
company w 1 1 J. S. Duke, of St. Louis, and 
J. Wiggins, of New York, all of whom 
hail been drinking. 

The President shook hands with Jeffards 
who asked him to take a drink, which the 
President declined, and turned to enter 
his carriage. As he was doing so, his hat 
was knocked off by a hard boiled egg. 
Jeffards returned into the Capitol , saying 
ihe Presdcnt was a d -d fool. 

The President spoke to one of the police 
asking if he had authority to make an ar¬ 
rest. Cape Dunnington and officer Wailes 
shortly after arrested Jeffards, who deni¬ 
ed throwing the egg. An examination 
was had b lore Capt.Dunnir.ington, when 
one withess testified that he saw Jeffards 
with an egg in. his hind a few minutes 
previous to Uie assault, and another testi¬ 
fied that he saw him throw it in the direc¬ 
tion of the President; and still another 
that saw him throw an egg and hit the 
, President. 

The Justice decided to hold Jeffards to 
| bail, and the accused sent for Senator 
Evans, who declined becoming bail. He 
then sent for another. In the meantime 
he became more sober,cried bitterly, and 
declared that if sent to jail, he would not 
be living, lie then took out a small knife 
and stabbed himself in the leg, just above 
the knee, saying he was determined to 
bleed to death. As the blood flowed pr<- 
fusely, he became alarmed, allowed it to 
be examined, and was disarmed. 

The Attorney General then communi¬ 
cated to Capt. Dunnington the desire of 
the President that the prisoner be not 
prosecuted, and ha wa* accordingly dis¬ 
charged. 


The Russians arc retreating by forced 
marches from Wallachia, and the Turk¬ 
ish head-quarters are, ere this, at Bucha¬ 
rest. Tii ; r< aton of this hurr ed retreat 
of the Muscovites, without giving battle, 
is explained in different ways. Some at¬ 
tribute it to the position taken by Austria, 
others to orders for eoi centratinn around 
Jassy, while- theis affirm that it is done 
at the reques. of the Empcror.of Austria, 
that he may have a plea for delaying to 
carry out the articles of his treaty with 
the Porte. t 

As the Russians retreat, the Turks fol¬ 
low close upon their heels. An Anglo- 
French force is also reported to be ad¬ 
vancing on Bucharest. 

The sole occupation of Wallachia by 
the Austrians harf not been conceded 
The demand was an insult. Wallachia 
belongs to Turkey, and victorious Turkey 
was to be prevented from entering her 
own territory. 

The news from Spain is more favora¬ 
ble, and tranquility has been preserved. 
Espartcro, the commander of the insur¬ 
gents, entered Madrid on the 29th of July, 
and was received with enthusiasm. A 
proclamation nad been issued by the 
Queen, testifying her confidence in the 
people, and in Espartcro. This manifes¬ 
to had been well received. 

ATLANTIC ITEMS. 

Iowa has elected n Whig Governor by 
3000 majority. The Legislature is also 
Whig and Anti-Nebraska, by a large ma¬ 
jority. 

Colonel Benton has been defeated by 
1800 majority, in his own District for Con-' 
gross, and declares his intention to stump 
the State as a candidate for the United 
States Senate. 

The election in St. Louis led to a seri¬ 
ous riot. An Irishman stabbed an Ameri 
can, Win n an infuriated mod gathered, 
and attacked and destroyed a large num¬ 
ber oflrish grog shops. In many cases, 
they either gutted or demolished the 
houses, some twenty or thirty in number. 
During the riot two men were shot de.id, 
and a large number wounded. The mili¬ 
tary had to be called out, when in a day 
or two nil became as quiet as usual. At 
one time the Catholic College was threat¬ 
ened with destruction, and was only 
saved by military and police vigilance. 

The Know-Nothings have elected sever¬ 
al of their candidates in Kentucky, and at 
recent municipal election in Mobile, they 
made a clean sweep. 

Bragg, Democrat, has been elected Gov¬ 
ernor of North Carolina, by a majority of 
2G00. 

Hon. Francis Burt, of South Carolina, 
has been appointed Governor of Nebras¬ 
ka, and has accepted the position. 

The Postmaster at Washington, has re¬ 
moved Joseph \V. Davis from office, be¬ 
cause he had been elected on a Know. 
Nothing ticket, a member of the city 
Council. 

A sort of Mongrel Anti-Nebraska con¬ 
vention was held at Saratoga, N. Y., on 
the 16th August. Greelyisin wa* the or¬ 
der of the day. They adjourned to meet 
at Auburn on the. 2G:h September, when 
they intend nominating a State ticket. 

The Government appears to be in a pre 
dicamont concerning the destruction of 
Greytown, and it is generally conceded 
that it will have to foot the bill. The 
loss is estimated at from one to three mil 
lions of dollars. 

Cholera in the Atlantic States is on the 
decrease.

Keen River.— At last, after the most ex 
agerated reports ot the extraordinary rich 
ness of these mines have been circulated 
over the whole country, we are able to 
lay positive and reliable information be 
fore our readers. 

A prospecting party started some lime 
since, from the lower Agua Frio, com¬ 
posed of Messrs. Kilgore, Belcher, Bes- 
sore and others, all of whom are old resi¬ 
dents of that vicinity, and well known as 
gentlemen of veracity; this party return¬ 
ed two days since, or rather as mr.ny as 
were able to get in, many of them being 
confined on the way by attacks of bil¬ 
lions fever. 

They represent the country as extreme¬ 
ly mountainous, and tho mines as being 
poorer than the poorest about Mariposa, 
The best claim on the river yielded 82,50 
per day to the hand, and that has bean 
worked out! Provisions are plentiful but 
very dear. Most of the miners there were 
laboring under severe attacks of fever, 
and all who were able were leaving as 
fast as possible. The road from Kings 
river to Mtllcton is represented as being 
lined with sick men and others returning 
to their old quarters,and cursing the day 
they started out. 

And ail this has been brought about 
by the inordinate rapacity of a few gree- 
dy speculators and owners of ferries. 

The rolling stone and the prospecting 
miner gather but little moss or “dust.” 

Tim San Francisco journals record 
a sad case of destitution and death on the 
Old Mission Road, near that city. A poor 
woman named Barry, for nearly a year 
past, hail supported a family of four chil¬ 
dren and a drunken husband by washing. 
She was finally taken ill, and lay three 
days without medical aid or nourishment, 
except a little meal and water. Provi¬ 
dence at length terminated her misery, 
and the husband fled.
